3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sufficient  sum,  or 
sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes 
for  the  current  municipal  year  and  to  issue  in  the 
name,  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  negotiable  notes 
therefore,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current 
muncipal  year  from  taxes  collected  within  said  current 
municipal  year. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  vote  a  discount  for 
prompt  payment  of  taxes  according  to  State  law.  This 
must  be  voted  each  year. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $827.82  which  is  the  Town's  share  of  Town  Road  Aid. 
The  State's  share  is  $5,518.77. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  for 
the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural 
advantages,  as  well  as  preservation  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  town,  in  cooperation  with  other  towns 
in  the  Lakes  Region. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3100.00  for  the  purchase  of  boots,  fire  coats, 
helmets  and  gloves  to  outfit  twenty  (20)  firemen  of  the 
Madison  Fire  Department.  This  equipment  would  be 
issued  to  each  individual  fireman  and  he  would  be 


responsible  for  it's  accountability  and  maintenance. 
This  amount  also  includes  the  purchase  of  two  (2)  new 
air  tanks  for  the  Scott  Air  Packs,  which  are  vitally 
needed.  This  would  cost  each  taxpayer  approximately 
26  cents  per  thousand  of  valuation  for  1  year.  This 
article  was  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$100,000.00,  to  purchase  land  and  erect  a  four-bay  Fire 
Station.  Principal  payments  to  be  paid  in  ten  (10)  equal 
annual  installments  together  with  accrued  interest. 
Building  to  be  of  masonry  construction,  as  approved  by 
the  insurance  underwriters,  approximately  48  feet  by 
42  feet,  located  in  a  strategic  place  which  might  best 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Town.  This  would  cost  each 
taxpayer  approximately  85  cents  per  thousand  of 
valuation  for  10  years.  No  recommendation. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$35,000.00  to  purchase  a  new  Pumper-Tanker  Truck  for 
the  Fire  Department.  Principal  payments  to  be  paid  in 
three  (3)  equal  annual  installments  together  with 
accrued  interest.  Truck  to  be  four-wheel  drive,  1250 
gallon  tank,  and  750  GPM  front-mount  pump.  In  the 
interest  of  safety  on  the  highway  the  present  large 
tanker  in  service  seriously  needs  to  be  retired.  This 
truck  would  be  approved  by  the  insurance  un- 
derwriters provided  the  town  has  an  approved  Fire 
Station  to  house  it  in.  This  would  cost  each  taxpayer 
approximately  60  cents  per  thousand  of  valuation  for  5 
years.  This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee. 

10.  In  the  event  that  Article  No.  8  or  Article  No.  9  is  voted 
down,  or  both  are  voted  down,  it  is  very  important  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $15,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  trust  for  the  future 
purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck  and/ or  land  and  the 
erection  of  a  new  Fire  Station.  Both  are  required  in 
order  to  obtain  lower  fire  insurance  rates  for  the 
taxpayers  of  Madison.  This  would  cost  each  taxpayer 
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approximately  $1.25  per  thousand  of  valuation  for  one 
year  (1976).  No  recommentation. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $360.00  towards  the  support  of  the  North 
Conway  Child  and  Youth  Project.  (C-Y  Project)  This 
sum  to  be  used  as  rent  for  clinic  and  office  space. 
Petition  signed  by  Jack  Alexander,  etc. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote:  (1)  to  re-affirm  its 
property  rights  to  all  one-time  town  roads  which  are 
now  neither  maintained  nor  formally  discontinued; 
and  (2)  to  designate  these  road  ' 'discontinued  subject 
to  gates  and  bars."  The  purpose  of  such  vote  is  to 
preserve  these  rights-of-way  for  Town  purposes  such 
as  fire-protection,  conservation  and  recreation. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  a  sinking  fund  to  protect 
open  space  and  wetland  resources  through  town 
ownership,  easement  or  other  means  in  keeping  with 
the  Enabling  Act  of  1963  for  Conservation  Commissions 
(R.S.A.  36-A).

MADISON  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

Jan.  30, 1976 

This  has  been  a  red-letter  (or  rather  "red-carpet") 
year  for  the  Madison  Library.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  trustees  from  three  to  six  has  not  only  meant  more 
assistance  and  support  for  our  Librarian  but  has  proved  a 
source  of  ideas  and  inspiration  for  stimulating  community 

interest  in  our  library  collection  and  services. 

An  Open  House  was  held  in  June  at  which  a  Friends  of 
the  Library  group  was  started.  Their  summer  project  was 
a  Book  Fair  for  the  benefit  of  a  library  book-purchasing 
fund.  Contributions  of  books,  ranging  from  old  treasures  to 
the  latest  paper-backs  flooded  in  from  all  over  town,  and 
the  sale  netted  us  $135.00. 

This  sum,  plus  other  cash  gifts,  came  in  response  to 
the  increase  in  our  overall  budget  voted  by  the  town,  and 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  make  some  essential 
replacements    and    important    new    additions    to    our 
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Children's  Book  Section.  Other  generous  gifts  received 
were  Mr.  Downs'  magnificent  set  of  the  Great  Books, 
published  by  the  Encyclopedia  of  Brittanica  Press,  and 
several  large  cartons  of  reference  books  and  children's 
collections,  donated  by  libraries  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Malvern,  Mass.  through  the  good  offices  of  Mr.  John 
Pearson.  There  were  also  gifts  of  thoughtfully  selected 
special  books  and  periodicals  by  interested  townspeople. 

Almost  as  important  as  the  books  and  certainly  adding 
to  the  warmth,  comfort,  and  dignity  of  our  one-room 
school  house  was  Mr.  Kitchen's  gift  of  wall-to-wall  red 
carpeting,  installed  by  Chick's,  and  Ernest  Meader's 
beautifully  lettered  sign  by  the  road. 

Joan  Sherwood  has  not  only  continued  as  librarian,  but 
is  taking  the  courses  in  Librarianship  offered  by  the  State. 
She  and  the  trustees  have  also  been  fortunate  in  having  the 
enthusiastic  and  skilled  guidance  of  a  new  year-round 
resident  of  our  town,  Virginia  Heard,  who  is  a  trained 
librarian.  The  six  trustees  have  had  two  book-weeding 
session  with  our  district  library  representative,  and  two 
work  sessions,  repairing  old  books  and  covering  new  ones 
with  plastic,  and  are  assisting  Joan  with  her  program  of 
Story  Hours  for  the  Primary  grades. 

With  gratitude  to  the  late  Mr.  Harry  Balch,  we  shall 
continue  to  meet  with  our  neighboring  library  associates 
in  the  Bearcamp  Neighborhood  Libraries  group  to  share 
ideas,  experience,  and  materials.  We  look  forward  to  a 
year  of  continuing  growth  and  hope  to  extend  to  more  and 
more  readers  in  our  town  the  red-carpet  treatment  which 
we  have  been  given.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Madison  Fire  Department  responded  to  the 
following  16  calls  from  October  7, 1975  to  January  16, 1976: 

Two  house  fires,  two  trailer  fires,  three  chimney  fires, 
one  vehicle,  two  forest  fires,  one  mill  and  one  gas  in- 
vestigation. 

The  department  responded  to  two  mutual  aid  calls  to 
Tammworth  and  two  to  Eaton.  The  Tammworth, 
Freedom,  Center  and  West  Ossipee  departments  all 
responded  to  mutual  aid  calls  from  Madison. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  MADISON  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

A  sign  has  been  placed  on  Hurricane  Point  to 
commemorate  the  fact  that  the  point  was  given  to  the 
Town  of  Madison  in  memory  of  Frank  E.  Kennett. 

Albert  Lyman  has  given  the  Town  4  excellent  bulletin 
boards  for  posting  "Natural  Area"  regulations  at 
Hurricane  Point  and  on  Big  Island. 

Class  VI  roads  in  the  Town  have  been  recorded  on  a 
map,  using  as  a  basis  the  Topographical  Map  of  Carroll 
County,  1861,  and  more  recent  maps. 

A  series  of  8  colored  *  'interpretations"  of  the  Town  soil 
map  has  been  prepared  as  follows :  Soils  Conditions ;  Soils 
Limitations  for  Septic  Systems;  Aquifers;  Wetlands; 
Steepness  (15  percent  -  35  percent) ;  Soils  Limitations  for 
Roads;  Classifications  of  Roads;  Forest  Types. 

Concerning  Lot  3  of  Blair's  Location,  the  title 
examination  has  reached  a  conclusion,  and  town  counsel 
finds  that  "title  is  to  the  town."  Lot  3  was  a  gift  to  the  Town 
in  1929  by  John  H.  Burke,  and  was  placed  by  Town  vote  in 
1973  under  care  of  the  Conservation  Commission  as  Town 
Forest  and  open  space.  A  map  of  Lot  3  based  on 
government  air  photographs  of  1954  has  been  prepared  to  a 
scale  of  1"  =  1,  320'.  A  similar  map  based  on  the  same 
photographs  to  a  scale  of  1"  =  660'  is  in  prospect.  This 
should  be  followed  by  a  ground  survey. 

As  part  of  the  Old  Home  Week  program,  the 
Conservation  Commission  organized  a  hike  to  the  top  of 
Hedgehog.  This  hike  was  ably  guided  by  Miss  Emily 
Shackford,  and  was  well  attended. 

A  member  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been 
re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  N.H.  Association 
of  Conservation  Commissions  for  a  term  of  3  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

Beginning  in  August,  Stephen  Grady  and  Robert 
Newton,  graduate  students  of  geology  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Amherst,  undertook  a  year-long  study  of 
the  hydro-geology  and  water  chemistry  of  the  area  around 
the  Town  Dump.  A  copy  of  their  final  report  will  be  given 
to  the  Town.  Robert  Newton's  progress  report  for  January, 
'76,  states:  the  "leachate  plume"  extends  southwest  at 
least  "as  far  away  as  a  small  beaver  pond  near  the 
railroad  tracks";  analysis  of  groundwater  samples  so  far 
shows  "not  much  pollution";  the  soil  type  at  the  present 
site  is  favorable  for  a  town  dump. 

Mr.  Joseph  Sylvester  of  Conway  has  offered  to  recycle 
sheet  metal  and  some  bulky  metal  objects  from  the  Town 
Dump,  not  starting  until  the  above-mentioned  study  is 
completed.  He  could  reduce  the  volume  of  the  dump  by 
one-third.  He  advises  a  separate  pile  for  large  metal  items, 
and  a  separate  pile  for  stumps. 

Connecticut  Water  Recovery  Systems,  Inc.  is 
advocating  a  regional  collection  network  of  baled  solid 
waste,  virtually  unsorted,  to  be  hauled  to  Brown  Co., 
Berlin  for  fuel  to  generate  steam.  Our  committee  attended 
a  presentation  of  this  plan  in  North  Conway. 

A  letter  has  gone  to  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission  in  Concord  requesting  an  extention  of  time 
until  July  1,  1977  of  our  present  burning  program.  This 
request  is  supported  by  evidence  of  Town's  good  faith  in 
studying  its  solid  waste  problem  and  taking  steps  toward  a 
solution.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  PROGRESS  REPORT 

FOR  1975 

A  great  deal  was  accomplished  in  1975  adhering  to  the 
plans  and  budgets  shown  in  last  year's  report.  We  wish  to 
highlight  this  progress  thereby  encouraging  the 
townspeople  to  continue  their  support. 

The  summer  program,  led  by  Mmes.  Reyerle  and 
Jones,  reached  an  average  of  26  children.  Although  it  ran 
for  a  shorter  period  (July  7  to  Aug.  8),  there  were  more 
organized  functions  which  broadened  the  activities  and  led 
to  a  more  successful  recreation  program.  For  example:  a 
reading  and  crafts  period  for  youngsters  3-6;  the  library 
was  open  Tuesday  morning  for  these  reading  groups;  a 
4000'  Club  (if  you  read  4  books,  you  went  on  a  mountain 
climb);  macrame,  organized  sports,  crafts,  etc.,  gave  the 
summer  program  high  marks  for  participation  and 
interest.  A  4-H  coordinated  program  for  "hike  and  bike" 
and  bicycle  safety  and  maintenance  instruction  took  up 
one  day-a-week  and  was  a  big  success.  All  the  workers 
were  volunteers  and  the  money  spent  was  for  sports  and 
craft  materials.  The  $200.00  budgeted  was  not  completely 
spent. 

Burke  Field  received  a  final  rough  grade  leveling.  It  is 
now  at  base  grade  and  ready  for  the  third  step  in  the  long 
range  plan,  the  addition  of  a  "moisture  layer"  (such  as 
hardpan).  Enough  loam  is  stockpiled  for  the  diamond 
area.  Those  actions  bring  us  to  the  fourth  step  in  the  long 
range  plan  for  Burke  Field. 

A  great  deal  of  volunteer  help  was  given  to  get  Burke 
Field  in  readiness  for  the  1975  season  of  play.  Raking,  hay 
to  mulch  the  banks,  rebuilding  and  painting  the  sign 
(which  blew  over)  are  several  of  the  things  volunteer  help 
provided.  The  recreational  area  is  a  good  example  of  what 
we  can  do  for  ourselves  by  planning,  and  by  budgeting  in  a 
prudent  manner.  Burke  Field  was  used  everyday  from 
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June  to  September  for  ball  games,  field  events  and  even  a 
donkey  grazing  area! 

Work  on  our  beaches  continues  even  while  the  usage  of 
the  beaches  increases.  At  the  1976  Town  Meeting  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  sanitation  at  Nichols  Beach  will  be 
presented.  This  plan  is  possible  because  of  funds  made 
available  to  your  committee  by  the  Old  Home  Week 
Committee.  We  have  used  the  services  of  a  professional 
engineer  plus  gained  approvals  from  State  and  Town 
health  officials  on  a  septic  system.  We  have  created 
specifications  suitable  to  put  the  construction  out  to  bid  .  . 
if  approved  by  the  voters. 

The  Selectmen  have  seen  to  it  that  mortar  sand  was 
put  on  our  beaches;  that  the  sluice-way  at  Nichols  Beach 
was  cleared;  that  the  out-buildings  at  the  Foot-of-the-Lake 
were  cleaned,  repaired  and  painted.  These  actions  enabled 
a  successful  swim  program,  under  John  Currier's 
leadership,  to  proceed  with  hardly  a  hitch  at  our  beautiful 
beaches.  The  beaches  remain,  in  the  committee's  opinion, 
the  top  priority  in  the  land  use  plan  for  recreational  needs. 

A  skating  rink,  under  the  generous  hand  of  the  Silver 
Lake  Motor  Lodge,  the  Fire  Department  and  dedicated 
young  people,  was  a  reality.  It  got  excellent  usage  and  is 
the  result  of  coordinated  activity  of  a  lot  of  people. 

The  planning  for  tennis  facilities  is  delayed  by  other 
priorities.  As  a  result,  we  continue  to  gather  information 
and  include  these  facilities  only  in  future  projections. 

Trails,  however,  have  come  in  for  considerable 
activity  as  the  Scrub  Oaks  Skimobilers  cut  and  clear  trails. 
These  projects  are  being  coordinated  and  integrated  with 
the  concerns  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  A  map  of 
skimobile  trails  is  a  fact  and  additions  of  snowshoe  trails, 
bike  riding  and  cross-country  trails  are  being  worked 
upon. 

The  committee  hopes  this  progress  report  for  1975 
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encourages  the  citizens  to  read,  in  more  detail,  the  annual 
plan  for  1976  with  updated  estimates  for  the  1976-1980 
period.

INTRODUCTION: 

This  report  is  the  third  dealing  with  the  town's 
capacities  to  meet  our  citizens'  recreational  needs.  It 
attempts  only  to  forecast  expenditures  and  actions  in  a 
general  way.  The  committee  hopes  that  citizens  and  other 
community  organizations  will  continue  to  evaluate  the 
direction  these  recreational  activities  are  taking  and  any 
specific  ideas  for  changes  of  priority  will  be  made  known 
to  the  committee.  Also,  we  hope  that  community 
organizations  will  continue  to  volunteer  their  manpower 
and  money  in  a  way  which  fits  their  particular  interest  to 
achieve  these  larger,  practical,  recreational  goals. 

As  stated  in  last  year's  report,  more  specific  data  will 
continue  to  be  accummulated  to  support,  amend  or  reject 
parts  of  this  flexible  plan.  These  new  findings  will  be 
present  at  Town  Meeting. 

OBJECTIVE: 

To  achieve  a  community  action  which  is  aided  by  tax 
monies.  These  monies  supporting,  simultaneously,  several 
aspects  of  our  recreational  needs  and  facilities.  In  regards 
to  what  actions,  we  propose  the  following  broad  areas  and 
specific  objectives: 

1.  PUBLIC  BEACHES:  Proceed  by  a  step-by-step  process 
towards  adequate  sanitation  on  all  of  Madison's  beaches 
while  simultaneously  improving  the  safety,  maintenance 
and  beauty  of  these  beaches. 

2.  JOHN  &  MILLIE  BURKE  RECREATIONAL  FIELD: 
Create  an  athletic  field  containing  two  playing  fields  - 


71 


fenced;  with  spectator  stands  and  (eventually)  lighted. 
This  area  to  support  "team"  sports  for  all  ages  and  to  be 
maintained  by  Town  appropriations.  Provide  facilities  for 
other  recreational  needs  if  adjoining  areas  bordering 
Burke  Field  are  acquired  and  developed. 

3.  PICNIC  AND  PLAYGROUND /RECREATION:  To 
support  the  activities  in  the  Summer  Recreation  program. 
Secondly:  Negotiate  and  acquire  adequate  lands  to 
provide  these  types  of  facilities  for  all  citizens.  The 
clearing  and  maintenance  of  such  areas  first  to  be  in- 
tegrated with  the  playground  and  physical  educational 
needs  of  our  elementary  school. 

4.  SKATING:  To  provide  an  adequate  rink  area  properly 
cleared  for  skating.  Secondly,  to  promote  the  sport  of 
Hockey  as  our  facilities  improve. 

5.  TRAILS:  Create  a  system  of  trails  for  a  variety  of  uses. 
These  trails  to  be  coordinated  with  private  owners 
depending  on  their  normal  use. 

6. TENNIS:  Locate,  negotiate  and  acquire  lands  to  build, 
light  and  maintain  two  standard-size  tennis  courts. 


FISCAL: 

The  financing  of  activities  where  tax  money  is  to  be 
raised  for  specific  purposes,  will  be  supported  in  detail  by 
professional  cost  estimates. 

As  we  proceed  on  any  additions  to,  and  improvements 
of,  our  recreational  facilities,  we  should  do  so  with  un- 
derstanding as  to  what  eventual  sums  might  be  spent.  The 
following  chart  is  submitted  to  help  achieve  this  un- 
derstanding: 
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For  1976,  maintenance  costs  are  small  and  within  our 
historical  expenditures.  As  we  proceed  with  these  plans, 
we  must  consider  the  expanding  need  for  annual  main- 
tenance expense  plus  the  costs  of  replacement  of  equip- 
ment. 

A  report,  such  as  this,  will  continue  to  be  submitted, 
annually,  and,  we  hope  our  citizens  weigh  the  progress 
carefully.  The  publication  of  this  report  in  the  ANNUAL 
REPORT  is  to  provide  wide  distribution  of  these  plans  to 
all  taxpayers.  Supporting  data,  especially  to  the  "Fiscal 
Projections"  are  available  to  the  public  in  a  more  com- 
prehensive report  at  the  Selectmen's  office.
